aboutjff whatsis not impossible for earching the records I got from the FBI on the 
rifle testing. I suggested to him that as an alternative he file a FOIA request of the 
FBI for tliat i’lformatidn, told him how to do tliat and suggested how he Jhrase his re- 
quest for those test results. After we spolce I thought, he should also use the world ex- 
aminations in liis request. But I do not know who lie is or'how to reach him. 

Tldnking about it further tliis morning I would urge caution on him before he says 
anything publicly along the line of jwhat he indicated to me, tliat 399 wqs not fired 
from that rifle because the I'i-C rifles all had four groves only, may be qui^/e right, 
but at the same time it seems not to make sense to deposit a bullet to be found that 
would not trace back to tliat rifle. And beimj yile to trace it is Oswald is the means 
by which a link to Oswald was made. 

I did hot think at .the time he called to suggest to him tliat he r ad the testi- 
mony of SA Robert Ffazier. Frazier gave the Commission its testimony on tliat rifle 


and tliat bullet. He may then have testified to the number of groves. 
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
